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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

It is unclear what is meant by "composed to perform compulsorily an alarm state 
transition processing". Applicant is requested to reference the specification. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 16-19, 21, 22, 28, 29, 31-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Uematsu et al U.S. Patent Number 5,751,720. 

Re Claims 16, 28, 29, 31 and 34, fig. 1 1 teaches a Pointer size judging circuit 21 
(a pointer processing section) for processing pointer from received STN-N frame (a 
transmission frame) that includes channel data; AU-size MAP matching circuit 26 (a 
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frame identification section) for monitoring a change in each pointer processing result by 
comparing the AU size (a frame size) (See col. 6, lines 40 +). 

Re Claims 17, 18, 33, refer to Claim 16, wherein 21 is composed to perform 
serially in accordance with the AU size (a rate based on the transmission rate... frame). 

Re Claims 19, 32, refer to Claim 17, wherein pointer processing (a concatenation 
detection section) monitors for the H1 and H2 bytes (detecting a pointer value a pointer 
bytes) to determine for concatenation indicator (See col. 2, lines 1-5). 

Re Claims 21 , 22, refer to Claim 16, wherein the Pointer circuit 21 detects all 
pointer value compliant to the standard (SS-bit) and after MAP 26, can be modified if 
error is found (invalid pointer detection) based on the comparison. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 20, 23, 24, 30 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 25, 26 are allowed.
